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ADVISORY ACTION 

The amendment filed 12/10/2003 under 37 CFR 1.116 in reply to the final 
rejection has been considered but is not deemed to place the application in condition for 
allowance for the following reasons. 

First of all, page 4 of the current response is missing and therefore it is not 
possible to examine claim 1 fully. Applicants should also note that examiner had 
indicated in the previous office action, claim 1 is incomplete and hence had maintained 
all 102/103 rejections. 

Again in view of missing part of the claim 1, it is not possible address whether all 
prior art 102/103 rejections were obviated or not. 

Hence, all prior art 102/ 103 rejections made in the previous office action are 
maintained. 

In response to this advisory action, applicants are requested to check claim 1 for 
its completeness. 

Applicants should also note that, as stated in the previous office action, pending 
claims were examined to the extent they embrace the elected subject matter. 

The following 112 rejection made in the previous office action is also maintained. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for treating cerebral diseases, does not reasonably 
provide enablement for prevention of cerebral diseases. The specification does not 
enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
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connected, to use the invention commensurate in scope with these^ claims for reasons 
of record. 

This rejection is same as made in the previous office action. In response to this 
rejection, applicants have provided a declaration to support prevention of cerebral 
disease. However, the declaration is not persuasive. 

1 . First of all, the declaration does not lend support to prevention any or all cerebral 
diseases. 

2. As noted in the previous office action, "To prevent" actually means to anticipate 
or counter in advance, to keep from happening etc. (as per Websters II 
Dictionary) and there is no disclosure as to how one skilled in the art can 
reasonably establish the basis and the type of subject to which the instant 
compounds can be administered in order to have the "prevention" effect. There 
is no evidence of record, which would enable the skilled artisan in the 
identification of the people who have the potential of becoming afflicted with 
cerebral diseases claimed herein. The declaration fails to address this issue. 

3. The declaration appears to be limited to treating injury-induced edma due to 
intracranial pressure as there is no suggestion or teaching how would one know 
who is to have such an injury-induced edema in advance. 

Hence this rejection is maintained.
